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The July 21, 1970, Issue of the ‘'Observer" 
newspaper., a daily newspaper published at Fayetteville, 
contained an article stating that the attorneys for 
Captain JEFFREY .R* MAC DONALD had been assaulted by 
military police at the time hair samples were to be taken 
from him while on the Fort Bragg Military Reservation. 

MAC DONALD, in a widely-publicized case, is 
charged by military authorities In implication in the 
vicious murder of his pregnant wife and two small girls 
during February, 1970. The military has been seeking 
hair samples for comparison purposes. 

The newspaper article identified the assaulted 
attorneys as DENNIS EISMAN and BERNARD SEGAL, both civilians, 
from Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, and stated that newspapermen 
witnessed the incident. 

On the same date. United States Attorney WARREN H, 
COOLXDGE, Eastern District of North Carolina, Raleigh, .North 
Carolina, requested inquiries be made concerning the alleged 
altercation which had occurred on July 20, 1970 , on Fort 
Bragg. 


Mr. COOLIDGE desired the investigation in order to 
obtain the true and complete facts surrounding the Incident. 
He said that he felt the motive of the attorneys might be 
suspected because of the questionable manner in which they 
have used publicity and press coverage in connection with 
the military hearing under way regarding the military charges 
against MAC DONALD.

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This is tiie case in which defense attorneys 
for Army Capthin Jeffrey R. MacDonald have alleged 
that they were assaulted by Army personnel at Fort 
Bragg, North Carolina. MacDonald is charged by the 
Army with the brutal slaying of his wife and children on 
2-17-70. USA Raleigh, North Carolina, requested FBI 
investigation on the alleged assault because he felt 
that defense attorneys of MacDonald were trying circum¬ 
vent prosecutive efforts of U. S; Army.. 

Attached advises of the activities of MacDonald 
and his attorneys, the victims, at Fort Bragg on 7-20-70 
during pre-ti£a£ing conferences. 

Our Philadelphia Office subsequently advised 
that Dennis Eisman, one of the attorneys alleg edly as- 
s aulteH7~c on tactea tne SAiLand stated that he beli eved ‘ 
tha t USA in North Carolina would mafee an interpreta tion 
oFthe^FBljrepqrtln^tiiis case that would tend to m inimize 
tiie w hole.a ffair.

FBfwas completely, objective in its investigations and 
he was merely bringing his concern to the attention 
of the FBI. He was advised that the FBI is an inves¬ 
tigative agency and that prosecutive determinatid*kre

Federal Bure.au of In¬ 
vestigation agents today 
questioned several newsmen

manhandled a defense at¬ 
torney for an Army officer 
accused of slaying his wife 
and two daughters. 

Among those interviewed by 
FBI agents was reporter Jim 
Carr of the Fayetteville. 
Observer. He said he was told 
an investigation was 
necessary in any such in¬ 
cident involving federal 
personnel where a grand Jury 
action might be instigated. 

Carr reported Monday that 
an Army Criminal 
Investigation .Division agent 
hurled Dennis Eisman. a 
defense attorney for Capt. 

' Jeffrey MacDonald, to the 
ground;' breaking Eisman’s' 
glasses. 


The Army denied that 
Eisman was manhandled, 
contending he cither fell or 
threw himself on the ground. 
Eisman, of Philadelphia,' Pa.,. 
has worn a neck brace since 
the. incident. 

Eisman was trying' to 
question a CID agent who 
took MacDonald into custody 
to obtain a sample of his hair 
for use in the investigation. 

Also interviewed by agents 
was' Associated press writer 
Bill McKeithan, who wit- 
nessed the confrontation along 
with Carr. 1 

Eisman said of the in¬ 
vestigation: “We. are not 
aware of how the FBI.get in¬ 
to this, but of course we are 
glad to have an impartial in¬ 
vestigation. They have^ies- 
tioned both mysc|£-«Dd Mr. 
(Bernard) Segal.”

Also expected to be present 
for the press conference were 
1 Mr, and Mrs, Alfred Kassab 
of Long Island, parents of 
Mrs, Collette MacDonald.

Jeffrey MacDonald was “emotionally upset and under 
sedation” when he was first interviewed at Womack' 


Army Hospital about the 
deaths of his pregnant 
wife and two daughters. 

I The tc$timony of’ the axent, 
t Robert Caverly o' f Fay¬ 
etteville, was relayed to. 
newsmen by defense attorney 
Dennis Eisman. 

Eisman, saying he was 
quoting Caverly verbatim, 
said Caverly testified that. 
MacDonald “became emo¬ 
tionally upset and at times 
was unable to follow a logical 
sequence of events” while 
■being interrogated for the 
' first time on the morning, of 
• the slayings. 

1 Caverly said MacDonald 
began crying and that a doo 
i tor nadJtj^come in and calm 


him down, Eisman' told 
reporters, 

Caverly read to hearing of¬ 
ficer Col. Warren Rock a 
statement from MacDonald'« 
which was in narrative form 
rather than in the exact 
words of the defendant, 
Eisman said. 

The details of the story, the 
attorney said, were basically- 
the same as investigators had 
released earlier in the in- ' 
vestigation. 

MacDonald, a Green Beret 
doctor, contends that a hippie 
band of three men ana a 
woman broke into his Cor- 
regidor Courts quarters and 
killed his wife Colette and two 
small daughters, Kristen and 
Kimberly. The Army con¬ 
tends that MacDonald carried i 
out the. killings and inflicted 
stab wounds on himself to 
cover up the crime. 


Caverly also testified that 
he conducted short interviews 
with MacDonald on the two 
days following the slayings, 
and that MacDonald became,

Caverly, whose testimony 
took approximately^ 
minutes,,was accompanied in 
the closed hearing room by 
Asst.

Mr. Segal and Eisman were 
notified. that hair samples 
would be taken while they 
were at' Womack Army 
Hospital, While they were, 
present at the BOQ area 
military defense counsel were 
informed such process would' 
proceed but they left without 
entering the BOQ. All were 
advised to see Capt. 
MacDonald at his BOQ room.

Segal and Eisman had filed

Hair was then removed from 
his- head and body, presumably 
to be used fa prosecuting 
murder charges against the 
Green Beret doctor, 

MacDonald \va$ then released 
from protective custody. 

He was seized aboot two 
hoars after his attorneys* Den¬ 
nis Eisraan and Bernard Segal, 
had thwarted initial attempts 
by army investigators to take 
hair samples. 

The incident occurred in full 
view of newsmen who were 
trailing MacDonald’s car, 

An Army captain, driver of 
the civilian car which forced * 
r. the, caravan off the road, ran to 
the first car and told MacDon< 
aid, 'Tm placing you under 
t protective custody,” 

MacDonald refused to leav< 
the car, but Eisman got out, 
saying. *Tm his lawyer.” 

A burly - military policeman 
grabbed the skinny, S-foot-S 
Eisman. and threw him to the 
ground. The lawyer hit, face 
down, breaking his eyeglasses, 
and did not 

MacDonald got out and w as 
grabbed by two other MPs. 


Segal emerged and, was 
shoved. by a>* military ; polke^ «•'

A military ambulance arrived 
and both Eisman and Segal 
were put on stretchers, the 
police' drove away with' Mac? 
Donald. 

The lawyers were sent to a*

men’s eyewitness account 
the Army issued a statement 
saying attorney Jim Nance, of 
Fayetteville, who is assisting in 
the defense, MacDonald’s, mili¬ 
tary counsel and Eism&n and 
Segal were, advised the hair 
samples would be ; taken; but 
none, of them appeared in 
MacDonald’s room.

The physician, who treated 
Capt. MacDonald for his 
wounds testified this morning 
that' MacDonald was heavily 
drugged at'the 4 time he'was 
first interviewed by C1D 
agents at- Womack Army 
Hospital* following the 
slayings. 

Eisman, wearing a neck 
brace as- the. result of his 
scuffle with military police 
and C1D agents Monday,, 
relayed MaJ. Severt 
Jacobson’s testimony t o 
newsmen outside the closed 
hearing room. He said 
Jacobson told the court that 
MacDonald had been given 
four separate intravenous 
doses of sedatives to ease his 
pain. 

He said MacDonald receiv¬ 
ed 20Cmg of Nembutal at 5:25 
a.m.; lOOmg of Vistcrol at $ 
■a.m.; SOmg of Dcnurol at.7:30 
am.;-and 50mg of Dcnurol at 
2:23 a.m. He said it was after 
the fourth dose, that CID In¬ 
vestigators first questioned 
MacDonald at the hospital. 
The doses were administrered 
under Jacobson’s direction. 

■ Jacobson said the effect of 
the drugs* would have been 
. cumulative, and that because 
they were given in¬ 
travenously, MacDonald' 
would have reacted to them, 
faster, Eisman told reporters.

MacDonald was taken first 
to CID headquarters at Ft. 
Bragg and lafoWo his 
bachelor officer's quarters, 
where a physician took hair 
samples from bis body 
without either of his at¬ 
torneys present. He was 
released from custody about 
12:4$ p.m. 

The Army moved to take 
the hair samples after Judge 
Algernon Butler of U. S. 
Eastern District Court ruled 
that his court had no jurisdic¬ 
tion over a suit filed by 
MacDonald’s attorneys, who 
had sought an injunction to 
prevent the samples; claim¬ 
ing such action would violate 
their client’s constitutional 
rights by forcing him to give 
evidence which might be used 
against himself. 

An attempt earlier Monday 
to take. MacDonald into 
custody had been thwarted by 
his attorneys, who called him 
to their offices adjacent to the 
hearing room for a con¬ 
ference at 6:80 a.m. They had 
been informed by the Army 
that the hair samples would 
be taken at 8 a.m., and a con¬ 
tingent of CID agents and 
MPs arrived at MacDonald’s 
quarters shortly before 8, on¬ 
ly to, find that he was not 
there. 

A group of CID agents 
waited for a time in an 
automobile in front of the 
building where the hearing is 
being conducted, but left 
shortly before MacDonald 
emerged from the building. 

The hair samples 
presumably will be used for 
comparison with a hair which 
a government witness has 
testified was found in the 
hand of Mrs. MacDonald. She 
and her two daughters, 
Kimberly, 6, and Kristen, 2, 
were found beaten and stab¬ 
bed to death in the bedrooms 
of their Ft. Bragg home on 
the morning of Feb. 17. 
MacDonald, a Special Forces 
physician, also had been stab¬ 
bed several times. 

MacDonald told in¬ 
vestigators that his family 
was attacked by a band of 
hippie-iike intruders, including 
z girl with long blonde hair 
who carried-a candle and 
chanted “acid is groovy, kill 
the pigs.’’

MacDonald had been taken 
into custody about 10 a.m.

Investigation Division agents 
and military police stopped 
the car in which he was 
riding at aJSV*Bragg in-, 
tcrsection Scd manhandled his* 
two civilian attorneys in get-, 
ting lam out of the car. 


The attorneys, Dennis 
Eisman and Bernard Segal of 
Philadelphia, Pa., were 
released from Cape Fear 
Valley Hospital at mid-af¬ 
ternoon after being examined 
and receiving treatment for 
minor injuries received in the 
affray. 

Three reporters, including' 
myself, who were on the 
scene, saw a husky CID agent 
in civilian clothes throw 
Eisman. forcefully to the

X-rays were taken of the chest and of the cervical spine and no abnormalities 
were noted. It was my impression he had a contusion or sprain of his neck 
and-right shoulder area and I felt that no treatment was indicated. 


Mr. Eisman was also seen on July 20, 1970. 

He stated that he had had trouble with a cervical disc a number of years 
previously and had been treated in Philadelphia for this in 1966 and 1967.

On July 29, 1970, the information received by FBI 
Charlotte that attorney DENNIS FISMAN had refused to allow 
photographs allegedly taken on July 20, 1970, in connection with 
his and SEGAL's alleged jassault to be turned over to the FBI 
was furnished to U. S. Attorney WARREN H. COOLIDGE, Eastern District 
of North Carolina. COOLIDGE said he would consider issuing a 
subpoena forthwith to obtain the film, but first would like to 
know if .EISMAN and/or SEGAL would voluntarily give up the film. 

Newspapermen who originally took the film had said 
that the roll of film taken was on a roll with 20 framesj 
however, it was not known Just how many of this number would be 
sufficiently good to develop. 

On the same date, the Philadelphia Division was 
requested to have FBI Agents secure the film. 

On July 29, 1970, EISMAN advised FBI Philadelphia he 
would be glad to make the film available but that it had not yet 
been received from newspapermen at Charlotte, North Carolina. 

On July 30, 1970, EISMAN advised he had received the 
film, that it had been placed in the hands of the 4 e veloper and 
copies would be made available as soon as possible. 

EISMAN also had the following to say: 

He stated he had heard from good sources within the 
Government at Washington, D. C., that an attempt had been made 
to minimize what had happened at the time he and attorney 
BERNARD SEGAL were assaulted on a Government reservation in 
North Carolina. He stated that according to his source, a true 
picture was not given in the preliminary reports. 

He pointed out that the United States Attorney for 
the Eastern District of North Carolina had been representing 
the Army in their case against Captain JEFFREY MAC DONALD, 
and it was his understanding that the same U. S. Attorney 
would be in a position to render an opinion based on the .FBI's 
investigation of the alleged assault. He stated he was afraid 
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someone would try to either change the FBI report or make an 
interpretation of the report that would tend to minimize the 
whole affair and further advised that if this was done the 
newspaper people who witnessed the affair would raise all kinds 
of trouble because they knew what really happened. 

Mr. EISMAN also advised pictures that were taken at 
the incident where he was allegedly assaulted were his property, 
even though the pictures were taken by a representative of the 
press. He explained this by stating that prior to the Incident 
he thought something might occur and he had loaned his camera 
to a member of the press with the understanding that should 
they take any pictures they would be given to EISMAN. He 
stated the press honored this agreement.

Cheap Publicity ^tunt ? 


All the details aren’t in on U. 
S. Attorney Warren Harding 
Coolidge’s report to the Justice 
Department on the recent 
“roughingup” incident in¬ 
volving Capt, Jeffrey 
MacDonald’s lawyers and 
military authorities at Ft. 
Bragg, where proceedings are 
being held to determine whether 
the captain will be court- 
martialed in the vicious killings 
of his’wife and little children. 

But it is difficult to see how 
Coolidge’s conclusion that the 
incident was “nothing but a 
cheap publicity stunt” could be 
. based- on anything but a con- 
. siderable amount of mind- 
reading on the U. S. attorney’s 
part. 

Three reporters trying to 
cover the secret MacDonald 
; hearing were on the scene when 
•the incident took place. All said 1 
am Army C1D agent hurled one 
of MacDonald’s attorneys to the 
ground before taking the captain 
into custody to take hair sam¬ 
ples from his body. 


There was, in fact, some indi¬ 
cation'that MacDonald’s Phila¬ 
delphia lawyers had engaged in 
a kind of cat-and-mouse game 
with military authorities not 
-long before the incident. The at¬ 
torneys had been informed that 
authorities would take MacDon¬ 
ald into custody at a . specific 
.hour .at his living quarters and 
the attorneys should have had 
the captain at' the appointed 
place at the appointed hour, not 
cruising’ around the post as if 
to avoid the authorities. 

Perhaps Coolidge’s recom¬ 
mendation that-no charges be 
brought in the incident is 
justified. The best evidence 
available to the public, however, 
still leaves open the question of 
whether more force was used 
against the lawyer than’ 
necessary when MacDonald was 
taken into custody. ; Coolidge’s 
branding of the incident as a 
“cheap , publicity stunt” hardly 
'provides a.satisfactory answer 
to that question.

Coolidge’s report contained 
copies of investigations by the 
FBI, the Army’s Criminal 
Investigation Division and 
members of his own staff.

using ‘invective and verbage 
in the place of facts in cover¬ 
ing up for himself.”
